Whenerer the Legislature bas 
made those large appropriations, iu addition 
to the expenses of the public offices of tne 
State government, it bas sometimes preduced 
a é@efiiiency in the revenue department; and, 
when that has been the case, the revenue de- 
pariment has borrowed fromthe sinkieg fund 
enough to make up the deficiency till the 
treasury was replenished and coud pay it 
back. 

There was a deficiency In the revenue de- 
pertment of $85, last Oc:ober, and last 
| wintera law was iotroduced to authorize a 
loan again to the revenue depariment of 
$300, to meet the appropriations made;

SECURITY OF LIFE ON STEAMBOATS. 

The Secretary Of the Treasury has sum 
all the principal steamboat inspéctors here 
mike rules and regulations uader the new law to 
provide for the better securtiy of lite on board of 
vestels propelled in wittole orin pitt by steam. 
Ten of the inspectors have a'ready alrived here, 
and will enter up n thetr egties next week. The 
law 14 so stringent tn its mraay detiils that it will 
lead to important changes in the manegement of 
all steam vessels, 

MASSACRE OF INDIANS. 

The report of the massacre of 120 Indian men, 
women and children by white men, at Camp 
Grant, in Arizoaa, is oonfruied, and proves to be 
more horrible than wasat first reported. K?p- 
pears that the Indians were friendly. andthoueht 
they were under the protection of the fort. The 
troops came up too late to prevent the massacre. 

MAY. EXPENSES.
